The Scripture lesson dealt 
with the story of the Syro-Phoe- 
nician woman whose daughter 
lay grievously vexed with a de- 
mon. < 

“In that... home a mother’s 
love had run its limit. There was 
a condition with which she 
could not cope,” Dr. Herring, 
pastor of Winston-Salem’s First 
Baptist Church, declared. 

The speaker asserted there 
were three limitations that dis- 
turbed her heart. First, her dau- 
ghter was grievously vexed. Sec- 
ond, she was born a Gentile, and 
Jesus was a Jew. Third, the ap- 
parent concern of those about 
her, even including Jesus,

Drawing largely from instances in the personal ministry 
of Christ during his earthly experiences, he said: 

“Christ saw in some of the unlikeliest people the most 
remarkable possibilities. In an ignorant, unlearned fisherman 
he saw the possibilities of @ devout follower and a preacher 
of such power that he would be usable as the great preacher 
at Pentecost ,,,. for that ig what Peter became. In Zaccheus, 
# man of widely-known dishonesty, Christ saw the possibili- 
ties of redemption and usefulness. In an outcast woman at 
the well in Sychar he saw the possibilities of a Christian wit- 
ness who would become an unofficial “home missionary.” In 

Christianity’s bitterest antagonist he saw the potential of Chris- 

, tianity’s greatest protagonist, for that is what Pau] became.” 
; “Why not, therefore, let us take another look as people 
and situations back home in whom and which you and I have 
not only not yet seen the possibilities which Christ would 
see, but we have not even realized that the brightest dia- 
monds in Christianity’s diadem in the future may right now 
be encased in the black night of sin.” 

The speaker concluded by pointing out that, in order to 
help these unlikely people to become unlimited possibilities, 
Christian ministers will need to strive to achieve the sort of 
insight which Christ had, the warm and deep love which mo- 
tivated him, and the spiritua] power which comes from a life 
of complete dedication,

“The answer to this question, 
I think, lies in the fact that in 
the larger picture faith Was the 
basis on which God assumed the 
limitations in the first place— 
faith in Himself since there was 
none other, 

“Thus, it is the nature and 
Province of faith to cast off lim- 
itations. The basis on which 
they were assumed becomes, 
fully vindicated, the basis also 
on which they are set aside.

“It becomes imperative, therefore, that those of us who 
serve as ministers shall be above both question and reproach 
in character and conduct, Beeause our people have already 
suffered such severe disappointment and disiJlusionment in 
the moral weaknesses revealed in recent years in the lives 
of so many respected leaders in various areas of American 
life, it becomes all the more important that you and I, to 
whom they look for clear example and influence, shall not 
disappoint them.” 

He concluded by quoting a European minister’s challenge 
to a youth convention: “We cannot lift the world if we are 
not higher than the world we seek to lift.”

Time, Place, Preacher 

The Committee on Time, Place 
and Preacher, recommended 
Dallas, Texas as the meeting 
place for the 1965 Convention. 
In the intervening years ses- 
sions will be held in St. Louis in 
1961, San Francisto in , 1962, 
Kansas City in 1963, and Atlan- 
tic City in 1964. 

The preacher for next year’s 
meeting in St. Louis will be Dr. 
Billy Graham. 

Time had come for the report 
of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. All resolutions presented 
during the Convention are auto- 
matically referred to this Com- 
mittee, and it brings before the 
Convention recommendations as 
to whether the resolutions 
should be passed. Six reslutions 
were presented by the commit- 
tee. 






The platform 
was filled with many mission- 
aries, and new appointees. They 
sat under a large outline map of 
the whole world. On each side 
stood Royal Ambassadors hold- 
ing the flags of many nations. 

Dr. Cauthen reported that we 
now have 1432 missionaries ser- 
ving in 44 countries. 144 new 
missionaries were appointed in 
1959. More than 100 have been 
appointed each year since 1955, 
and there is a goal of 150 for 
1960. In January 1950, just ten 
years ago, Southern Baptists 
had 711 missionaries under ap- 
pointment so the number has 
doubled in ten years. 

Dr. Bryant Hicks of the Phil- 
ippines spoke on the subject 
“This God Did” and said that 
missionaries see two things as 
they work on their fields. The 
first is the overwhelming un- 
met needs, and the second is-the 
miracles God brings to pass. 

Other missionaries spoke, all 
of the missionaries present were 
presented, and then the 50 new 
missionaries who have been ap- 
pointed since Januar I were 
introduced personally, These ap- 
pointeés are going to 16 differ- 
ent countries. 

A young couple going to 
Rome, Italy, told of how God's 
call came to them and why they 
are going. 

Dr. Cauthen brought the mis- 
sionary address, He said “Out of 
the Grace of Almighty God 
came our redemption, Now a

Dr. Reuben Alley of Virginia 
called attention to a report in 
the New York Times this week 
which condemned efforts “to de 
tach the Catholic from the heir- 
achy” in the “civil sphere.” 

The feeling of the Conven- 
tion was clear however, and af- 
ter full discussion, the slightly 
amended resolution was passed 
with an overwhelming majority 
vote. Because of the importance 
of this resolution, we are print- 
ing a digest of it elsewhere in 
this issue of the Record. 

Resolution number five was 
an approval of the work of the 
Public Affairs Committee, and 
the organization Protestants and 
Other Americags United. This 
was passed. ;

‘pital Commission, the Commit- 
tee on Canadian Baptist Cooper- 
ation, the Committee on Public 
Affairs and the Denominational 
Calendar Committee. 

The session closed with a ser- 
mon by Herschel H. Hobbs of 
Oklahoma City on the subject, 
“Jesus, the One Mediator.” 


Dr. Hobbs discussed the mean- 
ing of the word “mediator,” de- 
scribed the Old Testament me- 
diator, and then presented 
Christ as the one mediator be- 
tween God and man. The speak- 
er showed the New Testament’s 
teaching of that mediatorship in 
the cross and resurrection. 


Dr. Hobbs said in party. “So 
the watchers: about the cross 
were not only those seated at 
the base of Golgotha. Over the 
battlements of heaven the Fath- 
er watched. The angels in quiz- 
zical mien watched. And that 
multitude of Old Testament 
saints which no man could num- 
ber watched. In one hand they 
held their deeds, undated and 
unsigned; they held the promi- 
sory notes as the price of their 
redemption. The other hand was 
cupped behind their ears, strain- 
ing to hear the cry. If ever there 
was silence in heaven it was 
now. The only sound was the al- 
most silent, bated breath of the 
watching throngs.” 

“And then they heard it. IT 
IS FINISHED! the redemptive 
mission has been brought to its 
intended end! The deeds have 
been dated and signed! The 
promisory notes have been paid 
in full! And all heaven resound- 
ed with the cry of the redeem- 
ed, IT IS FINISHED!” 

“And still this cry echoes 
down the corridors of time. It is 
the gospel which is the power of 
God unto salvation to everyone 
that believeth in Jesus Christ, 
both the Jew and the Greek.” 

Friday Night 

The final session of the Con- 
vention began with a music pro- 
gram presented by the Glee club 
from Belmont College in Nash- 
ville. The largest crowd of the 
convention had gathered with 
16,000 crowded into the auditor- 
ium. 

The first report of the evening 
was on Baptist Jubilee Advance 
brought by Dr. C. C, Warren. 
Plans for the remaining four 
years were presented, and a vis. 
ual presentation with slides, mu- 
sic, voices and speakers, outlin- 
éed the goals for Jubileé Advance 
in 1961, which is to be the year 
of Advance through Enlistment 
and Enlargement. 

Dr. Warrén also reported on 
the 30,000 Movement which for 
Southern Baptists is closely re- 
lated to Baptist Jubilee Ad- 
vance. The goal is to have 10,000 
new churches and 20,000 new 
missions by 1964. To date 3,206 
news churches, and 6,395 new 
missions have been started. 

Home Mission Program 

The time had come for the 
Home Mission program and Dr. 
Courts Redford came to the 
platform and presented his re- 
port. 

He began by telling of a let- 
ter from a 7-year old boy in Ten- 
nessee who had sent a special 
$6.00 offering for Home Mis- 
sions. This the lad had earned 










His 
message had to be interpreted 
since he could not speak Eng- 
lish. He said that if Baptists had

Mr. Shea followed this song 
by singing “I Know A Name.” 
The great audience sat in sil- 
ence, visibly moved by his mes- 
sage. 

Billy Graham Speaks 

Dr. Billy Graham stepped to 
the pulpit. Flash bulbs from 
Many cameras lighted the au- 
ditorium and Mr, Graham re- 
marked that it was almost as if 
an attack had come upon Miami. 

He said, “I have been asked 
often, ‘What Makes Southern 
Baptists Grow’? I answer two 
things. First, they believe in the 
Bible as the Word of God, and 
second, they have kept warm 
evangelistically. If we lose these 
this denomination will begin to 
die.” 

“T am going to speak this eve- 
ning about Amos the prophet,” 
said the preacher. “His times 
were much like our times and 
the message he gave is the mes- 
sage America needs today.” 

“Until a few days ago we have 
almost been asleep. We thought 
Communism had changed and 
could be dealt with. Now we 
know better.” 

“Can we stand up against a 
disciplined, dedicated Commun- 
ism?” 

“Communists have taken a lie 
and done more to win the world 
in 40 years that Christians have 
done with the truth in 2000 
years.

The National Baptist Conven- 
tion of Mexico, in its 5ist meet- 
ing held in Ciudad Juarez, Chi- 
huahua,; April 24-May 1, chang- 
ed its over-all organization, cre- 
ating five new departments: 
Publicity, City Missions, Stu- 
dent Work, Legal, and Architec- 
ture. : 

This action resulted from a 
study made of the Convention 
organization following the elec- 
tion of an executive secretary, 
Roberta Jorras, last year. 

The 150 messengers, repre- 
senting 94 of the 194 churches in 
the Convention, adopted a bud- 
get of 441,650 pesos (about $35,- 
733 U. C.) This compares with 
a budget of 17 pesos (about 
$1.38 U. S.) adopted at the first 
meeting of the Convention.
